STORES DECLINE 
FOR FIFTH WEEK 


Report of Reserve Board 
Compares St. Louis 
Business With 1947 Fig- 
ure — Total for This 
Year Still Up. 


Dollar volume of department 
store sales. in St. Louis has fallen 
off for the fifth consecutive week, 
as compared with the correspond- 
ing period last year, while con- 
sumer buying generally has been 
lagging behind increased income, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louts reported today. 

Department store sales here for 
the week ended last Saturday 
were 6 per cent below those of 
the saMe week in 1947, the bank 
said. The sales had been off 3 to 
13 per cent a week during the 
preceding four weeks, Sales in 
the St. Louis (Eighth) Federal

Reserve District last week also 
declined 6 per cent. 

For the four-week period ended 
last Saturday, department store 
sales in dollar volume in St. Louis 
were down 9 per cent and in the 
district 7 per cent, as compared | 
to those for the correspond‘ng 
period last year. Total 1948 de- 
partment store sales in St. Louis 
up to last Saturday, however, were | 
7 per cent ahead of those at the, 
same time last year, due to the | 
high level of sales earlier in the 
year. Cumulative sales in the dis- 
trict thus far thi@ year are 8 per 
cent ahead of last year. 

Income and Spending. 

Although consumers had nearly 
8 per cent more spending money 
during the third quarter this year 
than in the previous quarter, their 
expenditures increased only about 
1 per, cent, the bank reported in 
its December. Monthly Review. 
Compared to the third quarter. of 
1947, spendable income was up 11 
per cent, but buying went up less 
than 8 per cent. 

Frederick L. Deming, assistant 
vice president of the bank, in 
charge of its research department, 
said a continuation of this lag in 
consumer buying may be respon- 
sible for the recent downward 
trend in department store sales,

Board Adopts Resolution 


Proposal for Public 
Ownership of System 


Sidetracked. 


The Board of Aldermen today 
adopted a resolution asking the 
state to give the city-the power to 
regulate fares on streetcars and 
busses., In the same resolution, 
the aldermen announced opposi- 
tion to the fare increase sought 


| by the Public Service Co. 


A resolution proposing munici- 
pal ownership of the transit sys- 
tem here was referred to the reso- 
lutions committee when the alder- 
men refused, by a vote of 24 to 3, 
to suspend the rules to consider it. 
Referral to the resolutions com- 
mittee is considered tantamount 
to killing the proposal. 

In asking the state for power 
to regulate fares, the aldermen 
also requested that the Lezgisla- 
ture repeal a law, enacted last 
summer, which placed control of 
busses in the Missouri Public 
Service Commission instead of the 
city. 

The resolution was adopted 26 
to 1. It was proposed by Alder- 
man Herman Novack, Fifth Ward, 
who opposed the fare increase pro- 
posal, and was amended by Alder- 
man Louis Berra, Twenty-fourth 
Ward, who offered the provision 
on control by the city. 

Debate on Ownership. 

Alderman Vernon Riehl pro- 
posed the resolution for municipal 
ownership. Although his proposal 
did not get to a vote, Riehl stirred 
considerable debate when he 
spoke in favor of it. 

“The people who ride streetcars 
are of the opinion the Public Serv- 
ice Co. is gouging them and they 
are looking to the board to help 
them,” he said. “It’s a disgrace 
that the members on this board 
want to stifle expression on this 
matter.” 

Berra, jumping up, replied: 
“Why buy the Public Service Co. 
out? Let’s buy some equipment 
and build our own system and 
drive them out.” 

J. Ray Weinbrenner, Twenty- 
eighth Ward, said: “Such a pro- 
cedure would only end in chaos. 
We should take our time and give 
this matter careful consideration.” 

“I’m not for buying them out 
now,” Frank Scharnberger, new 
alderman from the Thirteenth 
Ward, said. “We should have 
done that long ago.” 

In his resolution, Riehl! said: 
“The Public Service Co, is owned 
by outside business interests 
which have been draining millions 
of dollars of St. Louis money away 
to private investors in other 
cities.” The reference was to Na- 
tional City Lines of Chicago, 
which owns a controlling interest 
in the utility here. 

Bond Issue Proposed, 

The Seventeenth Ward. alder- 
man, a Republican, suggested that 
the city acquire the transit sys- 
tem through a bond issue, the 
amount of which he was not pre- 
pared to estimate. 

Under the 1945 Missouri Consti- 
tution, no specific provision is 
made for issuance of revenue 
bonds for acquisition of a transit 
system. The Constitution does 
provide that revenue bonds may 
be issued by a favorable vote of 


waterworks, electric plants, air- 
ports and certain other utilities, 
but does not list transit systems. 

Principal and interest of revenue 
bonds, such as the city has issued 
for its waterworks, are payable 
solely out of the income of the 
utility, Presumably general obti- 
gation bonds could be issued by 
a two thirds vote of the voters. 
The city has the authority to issue 
about $50,000,000 of these bonds 
at present. 

The purpose of municipal own- 
ership, Riehl said, would be to 
“give the passengers service at 
actual cost and so we can even- 
tually pay for and operate a city- 
owned transit system which will 
throw present profits back into 
lower passenger fares,

Ketchum’s_ registra- 
tion under the act regulating lob- 
bying declares that expenses are 
to be paid directly by its employ- 
er, called the National Competi- 
tion Committee. Expenses are to 
include “office rent, travel and 
living expehses for the Ketchum 
staff members assigned to this 
client, stenographic salaries, print- 
ing, multigraphing and postage.” 

Says Big Steel Isn’t in Group.

Communist Force to-South Reported Turn- 
ing to Meet Garrison, Thus Relieving 
Pressure on Nanking Defense Line.

NANKING, Dec. 3 (AP)—Chi- 
nese Communist capture of Su- 
chow was confirmed by Govern- 
ment military sources today. They 
said evacuation of the big Nation- 
alist base 211 miles northwest of 
Nanking was completed at noon 
Wednesday. The Red radio an- 
nounced capture of the city last 
night. 

Three Government army groups 
totaling 250,000 men pulled out of 
Suchow in an effort to relieve the 
trapped Twelfth Army Group in 
the Suchow sector, to the south. 

Foreign military observers, how- 
ever, estimated the effective com- 
bat strength of the Suchow garri- 
son at 110,000 men—in the Six- 
teenth, Second and Thirteenth 
army groups. The forward ele- 
ments were stalled by Red columns 
25 miles south of Suchow. The 
Thirteenth was holding rear guard 
positions, 


Supplies Destroyed. 


Military sources reported the 
Communists entered Suchow only 
to find huge supply depots de- 


ers said smoke pillars reached 
8000 feet above Suchow. 

Those sources said the Suchow_ 
army groups would have to fight 
through a 30-mile belt to make 
contact with the troops trapped 
at Suhsien and about’'60 miles to 
reach the Sixth and Eighth Army

miles northwest of Nanking.

These steps in the Russian bid 
for complete control of Berlin 
were announced by the Soviet- 
sponsored ADN news agency last 
night, 

The announcements had been 
expected since hand-picked dele- 
gates approved a Communist slate 
of city officers unanimously at a 
convention in the Soviet sector 
Tuesday and proclaimed it the 
successor of the legally elected 
(1946) city administration now 
seated in Soviet-blockaded west- 
ern Berlin. 

Russia thus. rejects in advance 
the results of a free election Sun- 
day in.all western Berlin, the sec- 
tors occupied by the United States, 
Britain and France, to choose a 
new city administration. 

Hecklers Tossed Out. 

m For the third straight day an 
election rally in the Western sec- 
tors was punctuated by fist-fight- 
ing and heckling. ommunists 
tried to. shout down a Socialist 
addressing a rally of 5000 persons. 
Socialist guards, posted for just 
suagh a contingency, pounced on 
the hecklers and threw six of them 
out of the hall, 

From the crowd came shouts of 
“Out with the dogs.” 

The speaker at the meeting was 
Socialist Leader Franz Neumann, 
who said: 

“We have tolerance only toward 
those who are tolerant, Mark that 
well, you people who may have 
come here to cause trouble.” 

Fifteen other hecklers were 
tossed out of another meeting last 
night. 

The use of guards by political 
parties to protect their meetings 
harks back to the pre-Nazi days, 
when Nazi and Communist strong- 
arm squads battled in Berlin 
streets. 

Though the election is being 
conducted under four-power regu- 
lations which Russia originally 
approved, the Russians have for- 
bidden voting in the Soviet sector 
and Communists are campaigning 
militantly for a boycott of the 
ballotting. 

Communist Scare Campaign. 

The Communists today launched 
a last-minute scare campaign to. 
try to keep Berliners from voting. 
Their newspapers asserted, with- 
out foundation, that the .United 
States might withdraw from Ber- 
lin by spring and that Washing- 
ton might recall Gen. Lucius D., 
Clay, the VUnited States military 
governor. 

Col. Alexis Jelisarov, the acting 
Soviet commandant in Berlin, 
announced recognition by the So- 
viet command of the Communist 
government, which calls _ itself 
“the provisional democratic city 
government.” 

Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky, 
commander of the Soviet occupa- 
tion zone of Germany, received 
Friedrich Ebert, the Communist 
mayor, and promised the Russians 
would take all measures to sup- 
port the Communist government. 

Jelisarov’s statement replied to 
a letter Ottomar Geschke, chaire- 
man of the Communist conven- 
tion, sent to all four occupying 
powers asking for recognition.

PARIS, Dec. 3 (AP) — The 
United Nations approvéd today a 
new American proposal for broad 
conciliation on Arab and Jewish 
boundaries in Palestine without 
reference to the Fernadotte plan 
or the General Assembly’s parti- 
tion plan of last year. 


The 58-nation Political Commit- 
tee accepted an amendment. pro- 
posed by Dean Rusk of the United 
States to a British resolution. The 
vote was 42 to 2, with the 12 Arab 
and Slav bloc states not voting. 

The committee rejected a pro- 
posal directing the conciliators to 
follow Bernadotte’s recommenda- 
tion that Arab Palestine be given 
to Trans-Jordan. The vote of 26 
to 18, with 12 abstentions, knocked 
out the last important reference 
in the British resolution to the 
report of Count -Folke Bernadotte, 
assassinated U.N. mediator. 


Israel Application Delayed. 


The United States apparently 
lost its fight for immediate ad- 
mission of Isreel to the U.N. A 
membership committee, to which 
the Security Council yesterday 
sent Israel’s request, decided to 
adjourn its consideration of the 
application until after the Polit- 
ical Committee completes its Pal- 
estine debate. This could mean 
the Assembly will be unable to 
reach the application in this ses- 
sion, even if the Security Council 
had time to approve it. 

In another U.N. development, 
the General Assembly extended 
the life of its “Little Assembly” 
for one year despite the objec- 
tions of Russia and its five sat- 
ellites, which have boycotted the 
interim body. The vote on the 
American-sponsored resolution for 
continuation was 40 to 6 with 
India abstaining. The Political 
Committee previously had ap- 
proved the extension. 

Action on Palestine. 

The American amendment on 
Palestine, which the Political Com- 
mittee adopted, instructs the con- 
ciliation commission to be set up 
under that portion of the British 
resolution passed yesterday to take 
“steps to assist the Jews and Arabs 
to settle al] outstanding problems.

Although no final decision has 
‘been reached, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today that President Tru- 
man sees no need for having his 
own chief of staff in peacetime. 
Adm. Leahy, a former chief of 


naval operations and an ambas- 
-sador to the wartime French gov- 
ernment at Vichy, was appointed 
to his present post by President 
Roosevelt in 1942 and was retained 
by Truman: He accompanied the 
two presidents to all the big in- 
ternational conferences and after 
the Armistice advised Truman on 
national defense policies. He also 
participate’ in the work of the 
American joint chiefs of staff and 
the combined chiefs of staff of 
this country and Great Britain. 
Because of his long naval service 
and hig attendance at the interna- 
tional conferences with Roosevelt, 
President Truman relied heavily 
on him immediately after the war. 


Souers’ Rise in Navy. 

Souers, a successful business man 
who was born in Dayton, O., in 
1892, played a large part in reor- 
ganizing the defunct Missouri State 
Life Insurance Co., into the mu- 
tualized General American Life In- 
surance Co. While in St. Louis in 
1929, he became a Heutenant com- 
mander in naval! intelligence, and 
during the war rose to the rank of 
rear admiral and deputy chief of 
Naval Intelligence, the only re- 
serve officer ever to attain such 
high position in this secret service, 
In 1946 Truman selected him to 
organize the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Ill health forced him to 
leave Washington after a year but 
the President called him back to 
work out an intelligence service 
for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. From this temporary posi- 
tion he became executive secretary 
of the newly formed National Se- 
curity Council, the highest ad- 
visory group in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

In Close Touch With Truman. 
As executive secretary of the 
council, Souers has briefed the 
President almost daily on the sig- 
nificance of international events 
throughout the world and has 
given him reports on the work of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which operates directly under the 
council. 

There were reports that Souers 
might get Adm. Leahy’s title of 
chief of staff to the commander 
in chief, but they were discounted 
in informed circles. 

The reasons given were that 
the President and Leahy saw no 
need for such a position in peace- 
time and that the presence of the 
President’s own adviser on the 
‘joint chiefs and the combined 
chiefs of staffs made things awk- 
ward for Defense Secretary For- 
restal and the two top military 
groups. As the President’s chief 
of staff, Leahy helped in making 
the decisions of the chief of staffs 
and then was expected to give the 
President impartial advice on 
their acceptance, modification or 
rejection.

The President, a former 
National Guard officer, is known 
to have no high regard for the 
regular military establishments. 
On military and diplomatic mat- 
ters he puts more trust in men 
who have no intimate, personal 
connections with the military and 
naval services. 

Although Souers has no vote in 
the National Security Council, over 
which the President presides at 
the formal meetings, he has been 
a driving force in organizing the 
group and in keeping its work up 
to date. The other members are 
Secretaries Marshall, Forrestal, 
Royal, Sullivan and Symin 
and Chairman Arthur M. Hull] ‘of 
the National Securities resources 
board. 

The council, authorized by the 
1947 military ‘unification law, Cco- 
ordinates the policies of the state 
and national defense departments. 
It receives detailed reports from 
the joint chiefs of staff on Amer- 
ican military resources and poten- 
tialities and draws up its own “pa- 
pers” containing recommendations 
for the President’s information 
and guidance on international! pol- 
icies. 

As executive secretary, Souers, 
who sits in on all council. meet- 
ings and informal sessions with 
lesser officials, is fully informed 
on all defense matters and high 
diplomatic policies. As an almost 
daily consultant of the President, 
he also sets in motion the Presi- 
dent’s orders on highest policy.

Have Been Found—He 
Waits for Grand Jury 
Request. 


WASHINGTON, Dec? 3 (AP)— 
On the basis of new evidence de- 
scribed as important, Government 
officials indicated ioday a federal 
grand jury and a congressional 
committee might reopen soon 
their investigations of the Whit- 
taker ChamberssAlger Hiss con- 
troversy. 

Attorney General Tom Clark 
told reporters he would recom- 


mend that the inquiry be reopened 
if a special New York federal 
grand jury asked him to do so. 
Sources close to the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
described the new evidence as of 
such importance that the commit- 
tee may resume its Communism 
inquiry involving the two men 
this month. The new evidence 
was reported to have been uncov- 
ered in Baltimore and was de- 
scribed as “documentary.” 
Chambers and Hiss both fig- 
ured in the committee’s Commu- 
nism investigation several months 


Chambers, a senior editor of 
Time magazine, testified to the 
committee that Hiss was active in 
a “Communist apparatus” that 
operated in Washington during 
the 1930s. Chambers testified he 
once was a Communist but had 
renounced his membership. 

Hiss, a former State Department 
official and now president of the 
Carnegie Endowment for World 
Peace, denied Chambers’s charges 
before the House group. Subse- 
quently he sued Chambers for $75,- 
000 in Federal court in Baltimore. 
He charged that Chambers’s 
statements before the committee 
and on a radio broadcast after- 
ward were untrue and damaging. 
» Clark told reporters as he left 
a Cabinet meeting at the White 
House that he understands “there 
has been some new information.” 

The Attorney General said the 
new evidence is based on deposi- 
tions from Chambers, his wife and 
others in the Baltimore case. 
Baltimore attorneys said such 
depositions had been taken there. 

The grand jury involved is in 
New York where an investigation 
of Communism and espionage led 
to indictments of 12 Communist 
leaders several months ago. 

House committee officials said 
the new evidence is so important 
the Justice Department has asked 
that it be kept secret.

WAR STOCKPILING BEHIND - 
SCHEDULE, SAYS U.S. C.OFC.|; 


Reports Material on Hand or Under Contract 
_.. [Is Only 25 Pct. of Minimum Needs— 
. For Review of Entire Program. ; 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP), — 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce said today the Govern- 
ment’s five-year $3,400,000,000 pro- 
gram for stockpiling key mate- 
rials in preparation for possible 
war is falling “seriously behind 
schedule,” 

Noting that Congress set the 
program in motion in mid-1946, 
the chamber said in a report that 
after two years the stockpile ma- 
terials on hand or under contract 
amount to only 25 per cent of 
minimum requirements. 

The report said that by June 30, 
1949, three years after the start- 
ing ‘date, only 40 per cent of the 
requirements “considered essSen- 
tial for national security” will 
have been delivered or placed 
under contract. This would leave 
60 per cent to be completed in the 
last two years. 

Review of Pragram Urged. 

“Progress in building needed 
stocks has fallen far short of the 
original objectives,” said the re- 
port, written by Col. Dunlap P. 
Clark of Oakland, Calif. 

The Chamber said there is “im- 
mediate and urgent need” for both 
Congress and the executive 
branch of government to “review 
the whole program and take what- 
ever steps are necessary” to 
quicken the procurement of stra- 
tegic and critical materials. 

It said that in emergency many 
of these materials must be im- 
ported from other countries which 
“may be under hostile control and 
therefore inaccessible.” 

“This dangerous and costly de- 
pendence of our nation upon for- 
eign sources of supply ... points 
up the vital need for providing 
such stocks beforehand,” the re- 
port said.

Repeal of Theater Tax, Cut 
in Cigarette Levy Also 
Recommended. 


Favorable reports on the $43,923 
appropriation bill for the budget 
of the new City Housing and Rent 
Commission, and on the bill for 


repeal of the 5 per cent theater 
admissions tax and lowering of 
the cigarette tax from 3 to 2 cents 
a package, were made by two com- 
mittees of the Board of Aldermén 
this afternoon.

The Housing and Rent Commis- 
sion was established by vote of 
the people last August. The three 
members, headed by the Rev.

P. Kaufmann. For lack of an 
operating budget, the body Mas not 
functioned thus bar. Of the sum 
named, $29,288 is for salaries, $8000 
for offic erent and $4500 for fur- 
niture and fixtures. 

The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, which reported the housing 


budget bill out, is headed by 
Charles G. Kratovil. 

Abolition of the theater admis- 
sions tax, and of the extra cent 
on the cigarette tax, has been 
favored by Aledrman Herman 
Novack, who is chairman of the 
Legislation Committee, since the 
earnings tax was re-enacted. The 
theater tax, applying to moving 
picture and stage shows, is esti- 
mated to yield $600,000 a year. The 
extra cent on the cigarette tax is 
figured to yie.d $750,000 annually. 

Novack expressed the hope that 
when the theater tax is removed 
the theater proprietors, who have 
added it to prices of admission, 
will reduce prices accordingly. 

The legislation committee also 
reported out a bill for earlier clos- 
ing of barber shops, making the 
closing time 6:30 p.m. on all week- 
days. The present closing time 
is 7 p.m. five days a week and 
8 on Saturday. Sunday operation 
is prohibited. On holidays it is 
optional.

of ‘Pole-to-Pole’ Alli- 
ance Filed at Ceremony 
in Washington.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. (UP)— 
The United States and 13 other 
American republics were formally 
bound together today in an alli- 
ance pledging joint action to de- 
fend this hemisphere against out- 
side attack. 

The “pole to pole” defense pact, 
signed at Rio de Janeiro 15 
months ago, wert into force when 
Costa Rica filed its ratification 
with the Pan American Union at 
elaborate ceremonies here. It 
brought. the number of ratifica- 
tions. up to the required two- 
thirds. 

The United States Senate unani- 
mously ratified the treaty a year 
ago. The Senate next spring will 
be asketd to approve United States 
entrance into a similar defense al- 
liance with non-Communist west- 
ern Europe. The State Depart- 
ment will open diplomatic talks 
on that agreement in the near fu- 
ture. 

The Rio pact commits the sig- 
natory nations to regard an armed 
attack upon any American~ state 
as an attack upon all. Each sig- 
natory is obligated to assist im- 
mediately in meeting the attack 
by whatever action it considers 
appropriate. 

But it is specifically left to each 
nation to decide whether it will 
use its armed forces. This leaves 
it up to Congress to decide 
whether the United State would 
go to war. 

In a message read by Under 
Secretary Robert A. Lovett, Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall 
said the treaty is an “expression 
not only of the solidarity of the 
American republics, but also of 
their firm desire to press forward 
under the United Nations Charter 
toward the achievement of peace 
and security throughout’ the 
world.” 

Apparently with reference to 
Russia, Marshall added that the 
ceremony “will be noted with in- 
terest far beyond the American 
continent.” 

The other 12 which have rati- 
fied the pact are Brazil, Colombia, 
El Salvador, Haiti, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Para- 
guay, Dominican Republic, Uru- 
guay and Venezuela.

Talk on Diabetes Detection. 


At a medical general lecture at 
the A.M.A.’s convention today, Dr. 
Elliott P.. Joslin, Boston, told the 
doctors finding unsuspected cases 
of diabetes is easy if one looks in 
the right places. Diabetes, he em- 
phasized,’ occurs most frequently 
among certain population groups. 

Diabetes is about 50 times as 
common among persons over 65 
as in those under 15, he pointed 
out. Overweight persons contract 
the disease far more frequently 
than those who are underweight. 
It is nearly twice as frequent in 
married women and among Jewish 
person~ as in others. The inci- 
dence is high among relatives of 
diabetics. 

Although diabetes is seldom 
overlooked in young persons be- 
cause of the violence of the symp- 
toms, in old persons the onset of 
the disease usually is unobtrusive, 
it was pointed out.

“Early diagnosis of infantile 
paralysis is of great importance,” 
he said, “because there is good 
evidence that exertion, fatigue and 
chilling during the early days of 
the disease predispose the individ- 
ual to become more severely para- 
lyzed. Also, there is hope the 
prompt administration of newer 
drugs may be able to lessen the 
progression of paralysis, although 
this has not yet been proved.”

The general practitioner award, 
first made by the A.M.A. last year, 
has been a great inspiration and 
encouragement to family doctors, 
he said. Presentation was made 
by Dr. E. L. Henderson, Louis- 
ville, Ky., chairman of the A.M.A.’s 
board of trustees. 

German State Medicine. 

Principal address of the eve- 
ning was made by Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivy, vice-president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in charge of 
Chicago professional colleges, who 
was a medical adviser and witness 
during trials of German physi- 
cians for war-time atrocities. 
Dr. Ivy said he was convinced 
that the “system of state medi- 
cine in Germany was in part the 
cause of the deterioration in the 
quality of German medicine and 
of the medical atrocities.” 
Holding up the Germ expe- 
rience as an object lesson to 
Americans, he continued: 

“I believe it is the duty of every 
physician to oppose any plan of 
medical care which would imme- 
diately or ultimately jeopardize 
the doctor-patient relationship and 
the free choice of physician or 
clinic, or lead to a competition be- 
tween physicians on the basis of 
fees rather thag the quality of 


the practice of medicine from phy- 
ethical code of medicine.” 


current proposals for Government- 
health, in- 
surance in the United States, Dr. 
Ivy said any change in the Amer- 
ican system of medical care 
should preserve “the free enter- 
prise system and the vesting in 
the profession of a major part of 
the responsibility for medical serv- 
ice and its financial reward.’ 

Then he added his conviction 
that those ideals could not be 
maintained at current high levels 
in the United States if a system 
of compulsory health insurance is 
adopted. 

Wartime Experiments. 

Posing the problem of why 
about 100 Nazi physicians took 
part in experiments using prison- 
ers as subjects for their tests, he 
said he thought there were four 
main reasons for their action. 


First he listed was that the 
German compulsory sickness in- 
surance system, in effect for many 
years, had led to treatment of pa- 
tients as numbers rather tham as 
individual human beings with in- 
dividual rights and human dig- 
nity. 

Secondly, National Socialist 
ideology was “morally intimafely 
related to a debased regard for 
the poor and underprivileged,” he 
said. Third reason he listed was 
a secret euthanasia edict issued 
by Hitler in 1939, and fourth was 
the doctrine that the welfare of 
.the armed forces was the “su- 
preme good, and anything which 
helped or might help the armed 
forces was right.” 

Buckenwald, Dachau. 

Nazi SS laboratories were estab- 
lished at Buchenwald and Dachau 
concentration camps at least par- 
tially because SS physicians and 
scientists wanted to have an op- 
portunity to make great scientific 
discoveries equal to those of the 
Army and Air Force, Dr. Ivy said. 

“This is definitsiy a political 
reason,” he declared. “A political 
idealogy can insidiously take over 
a medical profession of high ideals 
j}and subvert some of the members 
of that profession so that they will 
take part in atrocities and place 
that profession in a position where 
it is uriable to protest effectively.”

The 
largest, attended by 347 persons, 
was held April 17, 1945, right aft- 
er he had assumed the presi- 
dency. 

Prodded by questions, he said 
there would be no Cabinet changes 
“at this time” and pointed to his 
record during the ‘ast three and 
a half years to assure business 


that it had nothing to fear from f 


his new administration. 

The House itself, Truman said 
in reply to another question, 
should decide on the seniority 
ranking of the 10 Representatives 
who had run as Dixiecrats. The 
Democrats, he added with a broad 


smile, had won without New York 
and the solid South and he was 
proud of that. 

The Democrats, he asserted 
with emphasis, do not want the 
Dixiecrats. 

Pokes Fun at Reporters. 

The President would: not have 
been human if he had not poked 
fun at the reporters who unani- 
mously had predicted his defeat. 
At the outset of the conference he 
remarked that he had not met 
with many reporters since the 
middle of September. 

In his remarks on who had 
helped in his election, he said that 
when the people got the facts, 
they voted right. They did not 
get the facts, he continued, from 
the newspaper columnists and he 
had to go out and tell them. 

He first accepted and then cor- 
rected a quotation that he was “in 
a forgiving mood.” He recalled 
that he had said that he was not 
angry at anybody. He added he 
did not have anything to forgive 
except that Maine voted Repub- 
lican. 

Reminded that former Interior 
Secretary Ickes had written a 
column before the election, pub- 
lished in Panama after the Nov. 
2 election, explaining why Truman 
had been defeated, the President 
said with a broad smile _ that 
Ickes had tried to kil] the col- 
umn and what it contained should 
not be held against him. 

He would not comment on a 
statement by Budget Director 
Webb that taxes would have to be 
increased or the country would 
have a deficit, beyond promising 
that this would be answered in 
the State of fhe Union, the 
budget or the ecOnomic message. 
He said that the question could 
not be answered now because he 
did not have the facts.

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ALDERMEN GET 
BILL FOR ELECTION 
OF CHARTER BOARD 


Measures Allowing Build- 


ing of Frame or Metal) 


Houses in St, Louis 


Also. Introduced. 


A bill providing for the election 
of a 13-member Board of Free- 
holders to draw up a new charter 
for the city, or revise the present 
charter, was introduced in the 


Boatd of Aldermen today at the 
request of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. 


Also introduced today were 
three bills that would permit the 
construction of frame houses in 
St. Louis for the first time in 40 
years and the installation or con- 
struction of steel or metal houses 
here. These proposed measures 
are part of Mayor Kaufmiann’s 
legislative program for the city. 


The bill for the construction of 
frame houses provides that they 
be limited to two stories and that 
the attics, if any, not be used for 
living quarters. The bill requires 
that all wood used in the houses 
be fireproofed with a few minor 
exceptions and that all insulation 
be incombustible. 

Two proposed ordinances per- 
tain to the steel or metal houses. 
These provide for the thickness of 
steel to be used and require that 
walls and floors also must be in- 
combustible. The bills require 
that all steel houses be approved 
by the American Iron and Steel 
Institute and the city building 
commissioner. Alderman Richard 
Nichols, chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee, introduced the 
proposed measures. 

Freeholder Election Date. 

The bill for the election of a 
Board of Freeholders was intro- 
duced by President Charles E. Al- 
banese. It provides that mem- 
bers of the board be elected at 
the municipal primary election 
next March 11. | 

The measure provides that can- 
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didates for the Board of Free- 
holders shall be nominated by 
certificates, or petitions, aos 
by not less than 250 q ed 
voters in the city. Each signer of 
a nominating petition would be 
required to certify that he would 
support the candidate whose peti- 
tion he signed and no other can- 
didate. Nominating certificates 
would be filed with the Board of 
Election Commissioners not later 


Separate Ballot. 

Names of candidates for the 
position of freeholder would ap- 
pear on a separate ballot at the 
March 11 election. The 13 candi- 
dates receiving the largest number 
of votes would be elected to the 
board. 

After the new, or revised char- 
ter, has finally been approved by 
the Board of Freeholders, it would | 
be submitted to the voters of the! 
city for approval or rejection at | 
a special election. | 

A bill to appropriate $15,000 for 
a complete study of the city gov-| 
ernmental structure to determine 
the revisions necessary in the | 
charter has been pending in the, 
legislation committee of the 
Board of Aldermen for six months. | 

It was decided to proceed with 
the election of freeholders to 
tackle the problem, Mayor Kau- 
mann said, because “there is no 
indication that the appropriation | 
bill for the study will be acted on | 
soon.” 

The present charter, the sixth 
in the city’s history, wad drafted 
by-a Board of Freeholders in 1913 
and adopted the following year.

(AP)—A German Navy lieutenant,

inmates, captives and prisoners of 
War. 

Lt. Erich Wentzel, 46-year-old 
anti-aircraft officer, was stationed 
on the island off the German 
North Sea coast when an Ameri- 
can bomber made a forced land- 
ing there in August 1944. Seven 
American crew members were 
shot to death after being led 
through a gantlet of workmen 
who beat them with fists and 
shovels. A United States Army 
statement said Wentzel volun- 
teered to accompany the guard 
detail that took the flyers through 
the town of Borkum. 


The statement said the route 
“significantly led through a dense- 
ly populated portion of the town” 
and “Wentzel ordered that the 
flyers be marched down a prom- 
enade along the sea wall where 
80 to 100 men in a German work- 
ers’ corps formed two lines as a 
gantlet through which the flyers 
had to march.” 


The airmen were kicked and 
beaten by the civilian population 
without interference by Wentzel 
or the guards, the Army reported.

He enlisted the aid of Interna- 
tional Institute and the Rev. Ho- 
bart Meyer, pastor of Our Re- 
deemer Lutheran Church, to as- 
semble papers necessary to bring 
we here under the “G.I. fiancee 
aw.”

The money will go to the North- 
east Missouri Electric Power Co- 
operative at Palmyra, which will 
serve five distribution co-opera- 
tives. The Palmyra Co-operative 
now has a generating plant and 
transmission lines under con- 
struction with the proceeds of an 
earlier $2,300,000 loan. 
REA said the five distribution 
co-operatives have been unable to 
purchase, at reasonable rates, 
enough wholesale power to meet 
growing r-eds of their present 
consumers and those to be served 
‘by lines under construction. 
Power suppliers in the area 
have told the co-operatives they 
are unable to meet present loads, 
REA said. This has interrupted 
service ongsome lines, delayed ex- 
pansion programs, and at times 
required discontinuing service 
during certain hours on the lines 
of one of the co-operatives. 
The new loan, together with 
$472,000 of an earlier loan to be 
transferred to the Palmyra Co- 
operative from the Southern Iowa 
Electric Co-operative of Bloom- 
field, will be used for the follow- 
ing purposes: 
Generating units at Helton, Mo. 
—$3,885,000 for two 7500-kilowatt 
steam generating units and three 
2480-kilowatt diesel generating 
units instead of seven 1100-kilo- 
watt units previously approved. 
Transmission facilities — $2,235,- 
000 for transmission line, 13 subh- 
stations, and one switching sta- 
tion. 
Plant equipment—$238,000. 
The three diesel units are ex- 
pected to be in operation late in 
1949 and the two steam units some- 
time in 1951. 
The new transmission lines wili 
be built to provide service between 
the following substation sites: 
South River plant at Helton, Mo., 
to Emden, Mo., 27 miles; Emden

significant effect on the American way of life. This is the opinion 
o* Wayne Coy, chairman of the Federal Communications Commission 
and about as enthusiastic a television fan as can be found anywhere, 


He acknowledges there aren’t 
too many clearcut answers about 
television—“even men who are 
sinking millions of dollars of their 
own money into it are leaning 
heavily on intuition”—but he still 
is making a few cautious predic- 
tions. These are: é; 

The number of stations in op- 
eration will be increased from the 
45 at present to 400 in another 
two years, with perhaps 1000 sta- 
tions operating in seven or eight 
years. By the end of this year 
more than 1,000,000 homes, clubs 
and public places will have tele- 
vision sets, and “eventually there 
will be one or more. sets in every 
one of the 39,000,000 homes in 
America."*™ Some industry leaders 
expect 17,000,000 sets to be in use 
in 1955. . There are indications 
that a coast-to-coast network will 
be operating within two years. 


“Milestone” Next Jan. 12. 

In this connection, Coy has 
marked next Jan. 12 as a red- 
letter day, “a mighty milestone 
in the history of television.” That 
is the scheduled date for comple- 
tion of the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. coaxial cable be- 
tween Philadelphia and Cleveland, 
via Pittsburgh, enabling St. Louis 
and other midwestern cities to 
join the eastern hookup. 

Through Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD-TV, St. Louis now is linked 
to Chicago, Milwaukee,. Detroit, 
Toledo, Cleveland and Buffalo, In 
January, this group of cities will 
be enabled to tie in to a distri- 
bution system serving television 
stations in Boston, New York 
City, Newark, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Washington, Richmond, 
Schenectady and New Haven. A 
far greater variety of programs 
will be available to St, Louisans. 

Coy has been living recently in 
a world that is peopled largely by 
television images and problems 
connected with the new industry. 
He has sets at his home and in 
his office, and so far as his home 
“sets goes, he says, there is some- 
thing available every night of in- 
terest to some member of the 
family. He feels it is now a ques- 
tion of selection and not one of 
merely looking at the contrivance 
just to marvel at the fact that it 
really works. 

Asked About Waiting. 

In an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch today, Coy was 
asked a question that occurs to 
many non-owners of television re- 
ceivers. ‘That is, shall I buy a 
set now or wait until they are 
cheaper and better and until there 
is a wider range of programs from 
which to select. ; 

Coy is tall, slender and has a 
rather somber look that conceals 
an unusually sharp. sense of 
humor. He leaned back in his 
swivel chair behind a desk piled 
high with papers, gazed absently 
at some radio and television re- 
ceivers stacked a few feet away, 
and said: 

“T have one of those old-fash- 
joned toasters that pops the toast 
out when it is finished. Now, I 
understand, there is a toaster that 
keeps the toast warm until you 
want it to pop out. I would like 
to have one of the new ones but 
the old toaster has been making 
good toast for six or seven years. 
It is still good toast, even if it 
pops out. — 

Expects Minor Improvements. 

“Television sets are going to get 
better every year; there is not 
much doubt about that. But per- 
sons who put off buying one only 
because they are waiting for 
something better, might just as 
well forget the whole thing. The 
receivers are pretty well stand- 
ardized now. Improvements in the 
near future are likely to be rela- 
tively minor, such as reduction of 
interference and better tuning. 

“As for the viewing screen, well, 
I have a set at home that has 
one the size of a newspaper page, 
and it works fine. If I didn’t have 
that, the one behind you with 
the screen about the size of a 
book would be fine. If I didn’t 
have that, the little new one on 
top of the pile with a postcard- 
size screen .would be satisfactory. 
It’s all relative. 

“The prices are part of the gen- 
eral inflation picture. No one 
knows what will happen there. 
Sets bought today are not likely 
to become obsolete soon. This will 
be true even if the commission al- 
lots new channels, 

“Under the present system of al- 
location, with 12 channels, many 
people in many areas are being 
deprived of television service. The 
commission has committed itself 
to a ‘truly nation-wide and com- 
petitive system of televisiom’ We 
cannot have that under the pres- 
eritly available number of chan- 
nels. 
“Back in 1945, the commission 
@nnounced that the channels for 
a truly nation-wide and competi- 
tiv: system of television and for 
color television would have to be 
found upstairs in the radio spec- 
trum. The 475-to-890-megacycle 
band was set aside for television 
experimentation. I predict that 
we are going to be able to add 
those higher channels soon. Sev- 
eral manufacturers have assured 
us that when additional channels 
are added they will be able to pro- 
duce adaptors, at reasonable 
prices, that will enable the pres- 
ent sets to tune in the new sta- 


. ”

Coy has given a great deal of 
thought to the effects television 
may have on other media. Some 
of his ideas are subject to change, 
others are pretty definite, He was, 
for example, exceedingly frank in 
discussing the subject before a 


eral weeks ago. 

“Considering the uncertainties, 
the hub-bub and the mysteries of 
this new electronic art, and con- 
sidering also its effect on your 
livelihood,” Coy said, “it is not 
hard to understand why you have 
gone to the extreme lengths of 
inviting someone from Washing- 
ton—a government bureaucrat no 
less—to come and speak to you. 
You are truly snatching at straws. 
Turning to Washington is the act 
of désperate men. 

“You are pondering how you 
can compete with a diabolical 
fiendish screen in the living room 
that miraculously produces vaude- 
ville, motion pictures, news reels, 
musical comedy, drama, opera, 
soap opera, circuses, prize fights, 
football games, world series games, 
air races—news and history in the 
making. 

“Is there any scientific law by 
which we can calculate the prob- 
ability of the effect of television 
on the American theater? Yes, 
there is such a law. And I know 
it is scientific because I discov- 
ered it myself. It is known as 
Coy’s Law. Greatly simplified, 
that law is: ‘You can’t be in two 
places at the same time.’” 


Cites Effect of Movies. 

Coy noted how the motion pic- 
tures had supplanted the legiti- 
mate stage and vaudeville, imply- 
ing that the same thing could 
happen to the movies, but he said 
he was confident the theater men 


would fight competition by ex- 
ploiting the possibilities of intro- 


ducing television on motion pic- 
ture screens and offering pictures 
with better writing, better acting, 
better directing and better pho- 
tography. 

“Everyone knows that televi- 
sion is going to get the very best 
and the most movies it can buy,” 
he went on. “Whether its adver- 
tiser-sponsors can ever afford the 


first-run feature films of today re- 
mains to be seen. Advertising 
over television is going to be ex- 
traordinarily effective. It should 
be able to pay accordingly.” 

Sound radio, he said, probably 
would try to meet competition by 
improving its program service and 
developing services for which it is 
best suited, but “sound broadcast- 
ing is wondering how long it can 
retain its customers when televi- 
sion is available to regale two 
senses for the price of one.” 

Coy expects television eventually 
will draw its audience from many 
areas and will not necessarily 
grow by sucking the life from 
other media. He thinks there may 
be a temporary loss of advertising 
volume by one medium or another. 
but that in the long run televi- 
sion will create larger advertising 
expenditures. He expects sound 
broadcasting to continue in cities 
as a supplement to television and 
to. be expanded in rural areas. 
Néwspapers, he believes, will have 
to readjust to competitive condi- 
tions when thousands of their 
readers see and hear big news 
events of the day just as they 
happen. 

National Security Question. 

Another aspect of television, 
which has received little public 
attention but which might turn 
out some day to be a function of 
supreme importance, was discussed 
briefly by Coy in a speech in Chi- 
cago several days ago. It might 
become, he said, a powerful weap- 
on to protect our national se- 
curity. 

“Should our nation be subject to 
the destruction of atomic bomb- 
ing,” he said, “our television sta- 
tions may well serve as our most

The control of the 
land and its title remains in the 
hands of the local party officials, 
and they also control crop prices.

HE new United States Senate 

will be fast company. The 

chances are it will take the 
leadership of the forthcoming com- 
prehensive program of legislation, 
foreign and domestic, right out of 
the White House. 

Already the stream of eager- 
beaver new Senators is pouring 
into Washington, each with hard- 
headed ideas of what committee 
assignments he wants and what 
policies he intends to sponsor. 
What is even more important, 
many of them have had experience 
in economic and social welfare 
matters plus articulate convictions 
about international affairs which 
far transcend President Truman’s. 

In fact, the President pulled 
through in key states like Illinois 
and Ohio because state candidates 
there had such impressive records 
in these fields. They won by their 
hundreds of thousands; they pulled 
him through by his tens of thou- 
sands, if that. 

Truman Slow to Act. 


The Presiderft still remains the 
friendly, plain-spoken man who 
successfully impressed his sincer- 
ity and courage upon the,majority 
of American voters. But he also 
still clings to his narrow circle of 
intimates; he still plainly shrinks 
from tailoring his official family, 
including the Cabinet, to fit the 
program he espouses but again is 
leaving them free to run their 
affairs to suit themselves. 

Nor are there any signs that he 
intends to establish the kind of 
creative staff that can burnish up 
the old New Deal with new ideas 
and put a Truman patina on it. 
No legislative lieutenants lurk in 
the White House wings whose job 
it will be to put the Truman 
stamp on the Capitol Hill output. 

Since the President will not, 
perhaps cannot, undertake to put 
a strong hand on the coming ses- 
sion, the Senators will get their 
heads together to a degree not 
seen in Washington since the 
Hoover Administration.

UMNER WELLES, former

In particular, Welles has di- 
rected his fire at the National 
Security Council, established Tast 
year by act of Congress for the 
purpose of keeping our foreign 
commitments and military power 
in some kind of reasonable bal- 
ance, This has long been neces- 
sary, as Pearl Harbor might per- 
haps have suggested to a man 
who was Under Secretary of State 
on Dec. 7, 1941. 

At a moment when the danger 
of war may certainly be described 
as ever present, if not imminent, 
it would seem that the military 
point of view and military con- 
siderations should be well to the 
front in all major policy discus- 
sions. The national safety de- 
mands no less. 

This does not mean that the 
military should dominate foreign 
policy; it does mean that foreign 
policy dare not go beyond the 
capacity of the military to sup- 
port it, and that the objectives 
which it seeks should include 
those which are essential to mili- 
tary security and contribute to 
our strength and to the solidity of 
our strategic position in a world 
which unhappily is still controlled 
by power and not by law and 
reason. 

Issue of Italian Colonies. 

The case of the Italian colonies 
is one which Welles has used (in 
his column published yesterday in 
the Post-Dispatch) to illustrate 
his feeling about decisions “dic- 
tated in the Pentagon because of 
strategic considerations.” Welles 
does not like the fact that the 
American and British govern- 
ments have reached an agreement 
on this question, an agreement 
which will involve continuance of 
British administration in Cirenaica 
and northern Eritrea, while de- 
ferring final determination of the 
status of Tripolitania for a year, 
giving southern Eritrea to Ethi- 
opia, and returning Italian Somal- 
iland to Italian control under 
United Nations trusteeship, —

On Internationalizing the Ruhr 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is much criticism of the an- 
nounced decision of the United States 
and Britain to return control of ‘the 
Ruhr industries to the Germans. It is 
argued that Germany, twice a wartime 
enemy of the United States in 25 years, 
should not again be given control of an 
economy which is capable of supporting 
it in war. 

The French plan, which is offered as 
the alternative, would vest control of 
Ruhr industries in an international au- 
thority composed of representatives of 
the United States, Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Luxembourg and Ger- 


many. 

It is highly problematical whether 
such an agency could harness German 
productive capacity to help bring about 
real and permanent European economic 
recovery. It would very shortly go be- 
yond simply seeing to it that no muni- 
tions were produced, and would deter- 
mine how much of each product would 
be manufactured and precisely where it 
would go, with each nation attempting 
to shape the decisions to its own par- 
ticular advantage. 


Europe has already all manner of im- 
port quotas, tariffs, foreign exchange 
limitations, and other devices by which 
each nation attempts to sell artificially 
dear and buy artificially cheap, which 
serve very effectively to stifle trade. 

It is all very well for the French to 
demand a sort of international social- 
ized control of the Ruhr, but we ought 
to remember that if the government 
planners should fail it will be the Amer- 
ican taxpayer who will foot the bill in 
the form of further and perhaps per- 
petual Marshall Plan aid. 

It is obvious that such international 
control of Ruhr industry would have no 
effect in preventing Germany from re- 
arming without actual military posses- 
sion of the Ruhr to enforce the deci- 
sions. 

It may be argued that the military 
control, being a necessary measure, may 
also be sufficient to prevent such re- 
armament, 

The Ruhr has been the toolshop of 
Europe for more than a century. 

We should weigh the problem very. 
carefully before we create an interna- 
tionally directed monopoly, lest we 
smash its capacity to produce.

The Curators’ Statement 

A long delayed action has been taken by 
the Board of Curators of the University of Mis- 
souri, It is asking for legislation to permit ad- 
mission of Negroes to state institutions of higher 
learning in those divisions where instruction af- 
forded by Lincoln University, the school for 
Negroes, is not equivalent to the instruction 
given by other state schools. 
of Chairman Howard Elliott of the House Com- 
mittee on Equal Rights, President McReynolds 
of the curators stated the case. 

Missouri is in-an anomalous position. On the 
one hand is a constitutional provision providing 
for separate schools for white and colored chil- 
dren, except in cases otherwise provided by law. 
On the other are a series of Supreme Court de- 
cisions holding that Negroes must be admitted 
to tax-supported schools unless equal facilities 
are otherwise provided. The italicized clause per- 
mits the Legislature to use its judgment. 


The trail-blazing case was filed by Lloyd L. 
Gaines, St. Louis Negro, some 10 years ago. He 
had been refused admission to the State Uni- 
versity Law School, even though he could not 
obtain a legal education at Lincoln University. 
The U. S. Supreme Court, overruling the State 
Supreme Court, said that either Gaines must 
be admitted to the law school or a Negro law 
school must be established. The Legislature 
then authorized the establishment of such a 
school as part of Lincoln University. 


But the issue ‘kept cropping up. Lucile Blu- 
ford, a Kansas City Negro, sued to obtain ad- 
mission to the journalism school of the State 
University, and lost her case in the State Su- 
preme Court, but Lineoln University had to add 
a journalism school. In the case of medicine 
and engineering, mines and metallurgy and 
graduate work in teaching, no provision is made 
for instruction at Lincoln. Should the wasteful 
and unsatisfactory process of setting up separate 
schools at Lincoln be repeated or should Negro 
applicants be accepted in the University of 
Missouri? 

Oklahoma and Arkansas, among other states, 
faced with the same problem, have opened pro- 
fessional courses in state universities to Negroes, 
rather than set up separate schools. That’s 
the sensible way out of the dilemma. To set 
up separate schools in law and journalism, as 
Missouri has done, is not fully to meet the 
Supreme Court’s rulings, inasmuch as it is hard 
to pretend that these schools represent “equal 
educational facilities.” Neither Lincoln law 
school nor Lincoln school of journalism is the 
equal of the same department in the State Uni- 
versity. Nor would a separate medical or engi- 
neering school be equal. 

We have criticized the Board of Curators for 
not previously taking action in this matter. 
We are glad now to applaud the board for the 
recommendations made to Chairman Elliott's 
committee. We hope, however, the board does 
not content itself with Mr. McReynolds’ state- 
ment, but that it will push the matter aggressively 
when the Legislature meets. The Legislature 
must look to the Board of Curators for leader- 
ship in this educational matter.

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Readers Not Wanted? 


When a book is blessed in The New Yorker's 
lead review, most publishers begin at once to 
plan another edition. Not so the Government 
Printing Office. Its current success, “Hearings 
Before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, Eightieth Congress” recently was 
recommended most earnestly to all and sundry. 

Here was the full, official story of how low 
the respect for democratic decency. had fallen 
in Washington. It merited the attention of every 
responsible citizen. Orders for the book, how- 
ever, are being returned with the rubber- 
stamped notation: “Publication is permanently 
out of stock.” 

It could not be that the committee itself was 
eager—through a small, limited edition—to hide 
its own record, or could it? , 

If somebody else does not do it sooner, the 
next Congress ought to authorize a new edition, 
and a big one. An unpleasant word in the demo- 
cratic vocabulary—an un-American word, one 
might say—is suppression. 
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No Place for the Mentally Ill 


Missouri might take a look at New York State, 
where Gov. Dewey has just announced he is 
going ahead with an $80,000,000 building pro- 
gram for mental hospitals. In Missouri, the 
mental hospitals are packed and jammed, and 
cases are being turned away. A conference of 
state, St. Louis and St. Louis county officials at 
Jefferson City on this problem has ended in 
a stalemate. The trouble is that no new build- 
ings are in prospect, and it seems nothing short 
of new buildings will solve the problem. 

Although the state’s five mental hospitals are 
overcrowded from 15 to 45 per cent, there still 
is a waiting list of 86 in city institutions await- 
ing transfer, and the city institutions in turn 
have stopped taking patients from the county, 
which has no means of caring for them at all. 

A serious deficiency tn the state hospital 
system is that there is no institution for chronic 
cases. Thus, 25 to 30 per cent of the patients 
in the mental hospitals are senile cases, who 
should be in a chronic hospital. In addition to 
such a new institution, Missouri needs more 
room at its mental hospitals. 

The deficiency of hospitals and staffs for the 
treatment of mental cases is a nationwide prob- 
lem. Until it is attacked more realistically than 
it is being attackéd to date in Missouri, there 
are going to be more stories of horrible killings 
by the criminally insane. With building costs 
grossly inflated, it is true that the present is 
not an ideal time for a hospital construction 
program. The cest of not building, however, 
would be paid in the more precious tender of

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Grist for the County Grand Jury 

Probing gambling in St. Louis County, the 
grand jury has a vivid exa4mple of how high the 
stakes are. The example is just across the river. 
Illinois has suffered for several years from the 
corruption and murders arising from an alliance 
between politicians and gamblers. Decent IIli- 
noisans finally had to stage a near-revolution at 
the polls before they could hope to clean up 
their state. 

While St. Louis county is free from gangster 
violence thus far, the outlook has its dark spots. 

Members of Sunset Country Club, where sev- 
eral slot machines operated over July 4, under- 
stand that their officers had agreed on a 50-50 
split between the club and professional gam- 
blers, who would provide “protection” from the 
sheriff and the district constable. The officers 
—Ray C. Haas, president, and Raymond T. Hun- 
sacker, chairman of the house committee—said 
nothing at the time. Will they talk before the 
grand jury, and if not, why not? 

Martin Heutel, a constable in the southern 
part of the county, is a former slot machine 
associate of Fred W. Lemkuhl, the operator 
whose territory is also the southern part of the 
county. Is this association extinct or is it not? 
And how were the other leaders in the slot ma- 
chine syndicate—Mike Duffy in the Creve 
Coeur Lake area and Albert W. Haneklau along 
Olive Street road, for instance—able to op- 
erate? ; 
Sheriff Mosley first said he didn’t know of 


- any gambling. After the heat of publicity was 
turned on, he picked up a few slot machines. 


All along, he had had access to a much longer 
list of machines on which federal taxes had been 
paid. Taverns are favorite spots to locate the 
one-armed bandits, but three former deputies 
said Mosley told them to stay out of taverns. 

Horse race handbooks opened up in Wellston, 
Lemay, Pine Lawn and elsewhere. After protests 
and publicity, Mosley was going to break up 
the widespread -cash gambling at carnivals, but 
he didn’t. So the grand jury should certainly 
put the suction pump on Mosley and anyone 
who can contribute anything about him. 

Grand juries work in secrecy, so there is no 
way of knowing what direction and advice 
Prosecuting Attorney Wallach is giving. Wai- 
lach has shown little of the kind of zeal which 
lifted Prosecutor Thomas E. Dewey to national 
prominence. 

Certainly the jurors should never forget that 
they have not only a high responsibility to pro- 
tect their fellow citizens from lawbreakers, but 
also full powers to push their inquiry as hard 
and far as they will. They can be a “runaway” 
grand jury if that is needed. Some of the bright- 
est annals of American law stemmed from grand 
juries that were more resolute to have the whole 
truth than elected officials were eager to have 
the whole truth told. 
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The MacArthur Prose 


Gen. MacArthur’s rhetoric is improving so 
much that surely everybody must have noticed. 
Apparently a good deal of the same wind that 
was taken out of his political sails was also 
taken out of his public utterances. 

It seems like no time at all since the Gen- 
eral, when he had anything to say, struck an 
impressive pose, tuned himself up to an apoca- 
lyptical key, and delivered himself in terms that 
were sonorous, flamboyant, and touched with a 
nobility not of this world. One of our favorites 
was the letter in which he didn’t choose not 
to run. “For in the labyrinth of destiny’s pat- 
tern,” he wrote, “there can be no greater satis- 
faction than such as comes from the confidence 
reflected in the selection by one’s neighbors 
for public service—no more challenging respon- 
sibility than lies in the fulfillment of their 
trust.” 

In contrast, there is the General’s descrip- 
tion of President Truman’s victory in the elec- 
tion: “The President hit the pill with the bases 
full for a home run.” Now there, sir, at long 
last, is oratory! There is eloquence! There is an 
utterance in the finest, oldest and clearest 
American tradition! We congratulate Gen. 
MacArthur on his progress as a creative artist 
in English prose, and would not swap this latest 
effort for any. six others of his.

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Grand Design for Alaska 

Secretary Krug’s proposal to design an all- 
out program for the future of Alaska is the way 
to go about it. 

The military and economic development of 
the territory are inseparable, for the region 
cannot be strong in a military sense without a 
strong population to back up the armed forces, 
and there's no use putting the population there 
unless it can be defended. 

The obstacles to the development of Alaska’s 
rich resources are so great that they cannot be 
surmounted by individuals alone or even by 


large private corporations alone. Their solution | 


calls for the sovereign power of government. 
It will take government planning to show the 
way, and government co-operation to go hand- 
in-hand in the execution, before farms and fac- 
tories and a full population can be built up. 
The homesteads in the Matanuska valley indi- 
cated the toughness of the proposition. It takes 
$5000 or more for an individual to get started 
in Alaska, and, even among the settlers who 
could make the initial grade, the turnover, be- 
cause of the rugged life, has been pretty ter- 
rific. Industrially the story is the same. It has 
taken years for the Department of the Interior 


to get the first private corporation at work 


manufacturing paper pulp. 3 

Alaska may prove attractive to European 
DPs, as Secretary Krug says. Certainly the op- 
portunity ought to be made available to them.

The Mirror

In a brief six months the Jews have won a military decision, built 
up the country and prepared for more immigrants, correspondent 
writes; citizenship is offered to racial minorities on equal terms; 
the hard present problems include inflation and untamed terrorists.

TEL AVIV. 

Israel has just rounded out its first half- 
year of statehood with a victorious war 
behind it and with a formidable program 
of agricultural resettlement as its next 
goal, 

The government and people of Israel feel, 
with much justification, that the war has 
been decided. Almost imperceptibly the 
state’s main effort is shifting today from 
battle to internal development. The Negeb 
and Galilee already 
have become the 
scene of a far-reach- 
ing resettlement pro- &: 
gram. >s 

Already trucks 
loaded with building 
material are flowing 
south. For the first 
time since May 14 
the neglected Negeb 
desert region is be- 
ginning to sprout 
new colonies. Within Premier Ben Gurion 
the next six months scores of settlements 
will dot the desert land. 

The Israeli 75,000-man army has not be- 
gun to demobilize because two unbroken 
Arab armies—those of Iraq and Trans- 
Jordan—still pose a potential threat to 
Israeli borders. There may be more battle 
flurries, but the possibility of destroying 
the new state has been removed, in the 
opinion of Israeli leaders. 


More Emphasis on Farming 


Berl Locker, chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, estimated that $200,000,- 
000 in agency funds will be required in the 
coming year to keep the settlement pro- 
gram going and to create new industries, 
with their attendant job opportunities for 
tens of thousands of immigrants. “Most of 
our experts tell us,” Mr. Locker said, “that 
we must have 20 to 25 per cent of our 
population in agricultural pursuits to ob- 
tain a balanced economy. We have about 
15 per cent now, so there must be a shift 
toward the land.” 

In any review of the state’s achievements 
in the first six months, the army’s role 
must be ominant, It grew with aston- 
ishing speed. It organized virtually over 
night, and it fought far better than most 
people had suspected it would. It has be- 
come ‘a military power to be reckoned with 
in any assessment of Middle Eastern af- 
fairs. 


Government on Western Lines 


Though less publicized and less spectacu- 


lar, some solid gains have been registered 
internally by the state. In the words of 
acting United Nations Mediator Dr. Ralph 
J. Bunche, it has become a “vibrant reality.” 

The Government itself is developing 
along Western lines. The judicial system 
with magistrate courts, district ‘courts and 
a seven-man supreme court in Jerusalem, 
is well established. The cabinet of 13 min- 
isters is governing under the watchful eye 
of the 37-member State Council. 


inherited from the mandate era, 

The finance minister has stabilized the 
value of the new Israeli pound. Income 
taxes have been collected at the rate of 
$60,000,000 annually. 

Air and telegraph communications have 
been established with all major countries. 
A 1240-mile road network has been given 
much neglected maintenance and repair 
work on a regular schedule, 

The first railroad line under government 
ownership has started operating between 
Hadera and the Lebanese border. 


Fair to the Arabs 


There has been a concerted effort to in- 
tegrate from 50,000 to 70,000 Moslems into 
Israeli life. Labor exchanges have been set 
up for Arab workers, and Arab officials 
are on the Government pay roll. There is 
an Arab magistrate in Nazareth and an 
Arab Town Council member in Haifa. 

Despite its solid achievement, the new 
state is by no means perfect, and some of 
its worst enemies are those visitors who 
proclaim to the world that it is a flawless 
creation. It is no such thing, and respon- 
sible government officials frankly admit it, 

The cost of living, for example, has not 
been effectively controlled. Prices are out 
of proportion to wages, and a black mar- 
ket has established sinister roots. The 
plight of some salaried government officials 
is desperate. 

In the aftermath of the brutal assassina- 
tion of Count Folke Bernadotte, the late 
U.N. mediator, terrorism has been tempo- 
rarily squelched. But the most sanguine 
Israeli does not believe it has been eradi- 
cated for good, The mere fact that a 
nation-wide manhunt in a state as small as 
Israel has failed to unearth the assassins 
is evidence that terrorists’ sympathizers 
still exist.

Votes for all Residents 


Perhaps the acid test of Israel’s durabil- 
ity will come after the peace settlement 
and after the first national elections, now 
acheduled to take place between Jan. 7 and 
Jan. 14. The conduct of elections without 
supervision or interference will provide a 
searching spotlight on the depth of demo- 
cratic roots of Israel. 

An encouraging augury of Israeli feelings 
Ys that section of the election law just 
adopted by the State Council, It extends 
the franchise to every Christian, Moslem 
and Jew residing within territory held by 
Israeli arms. There is only one require- 
ment for the vote—a declared intention to 
become a citizen of the new state.

Between Book Ends 


Black and White 


HARLEM STORY, by John Hewlett. (Prentice-Hall, 
New York, 242 Pages, $2.50.) 
Once upon a time there was a man who 

wanted a golden flute. He wanted it ever 

so badly, but he never got it. Finally, when 
his blonde-haired, fair-skinned daughter 
was born, he named her Flutie. Later on, 
he decided that what he got was better 
than what he had wanted. He was happy. 

And Flutie was happy, happy when she 

left her Georgia home for a room in Har- 

lem and very, very happy when she fell 
in love and marrjed Jim. 


But underneath it all, there was some- 
thing serious. For Flutie and Jim were 
partly Negro and each thought the other 
was strictly Caucasian, Their story is told 
in one long flashback so that the color of 
their baby, on its way in chapter one, is 
not revealed until the next to last page. 


The “dramatis personae” are characters 
mostly in the slang sense. Each is an ex- 
aggeration. Peachy, who flits around the 
outskirts of Flutie’s life, can spout Cicero’s 
“De Legibus” and earn his living by pinip- 
ing with equal facility. A Negro share- 
cropper named Mississippi (up from the 
South for a spree) is the one who comes 
closest to being a first-rate literary creation. 


What Mr. Hewlett has written is first 
and foremost a story. He has chosen to 
handle a heavy theme lightly. And there 
is something to be said for chiding as 
against sermonizing: Or, what a direct 
blow. cannot do, some patient abrasion may 
do, and if the abrasion should happen to 
tickle a little every now and then, so much 
the better. 


It would be a mistake to look for pro- 
found philosophical insights. The author 
seems to be content with pointing up issues 
and characteristic 
ways of facing them. 

The book portrays 
Harlem as somewhat 
outlandish and pos- 
sessed of a separate 
and distinct set of 
values. This should 
come ag no surprise 
to those who know 
that when a society 
identifies White with 
Virtue it puts a pre- 
mium on passing 
from one race to an- 
other, ! 

Within its limits, 

Jenn Howlett which are the limits 
of Mr. Hewlett’s approach, “Harlem Story” 
is an understanding and sympathetic nar- 
rative of people trying hard to make a tol- 
erable life for themselves.

It was an era when the zeal and 


the good will of the missionaries

erhood. Mei-ling and her sisters 
went first to Wesleyan College for 
women in Macon Ga. As Emily 
Hahn tells the absorbing story in 
“The Soong Sisters,” from that be- 
ginning the three went on to play 
vital parts in China’s upheaval. 

The middle sister married Sun 
Yat-sen, leader of China’s Revolu- 
tion. As his widow, Mme. Sun has 
devoted her life to upholding what 
she believed to be his high ideals. 

This has not been easy to do. 
According to reports from China, 
Mme. Sun has. often been dis- 
tressed by the repression and the 
corruption of the Chiang Kai-shek 
regime. Once or twice she spoke 
out, but for the most part she has 
been silent. Her sister, Mei-ling, 
was the wife of Chiang. 


The Hero’s Widow. 


Until the present moment, per- 
haps the greatest crisis in the 
Soong family came when Chiang 
in 1927 broke with the Commu- 
nists. The break followed _ the 
Communist intention, spurred by 
Russian agents, to confiscate all 
property. Up to that point, Chiang 
and many other leaders had be- 
lieved that China’s future lay in 
friendship with the Soviet Union 
and a modified Communism.

LAYMAN SAYS CHURCH 


FAILS ON BASIC ISSUES OF ENDOWED COLLEGES 


Charles P. Taft Says Religion 
Overlooks Problem of 


Modern Economy.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
Charles P. Taft, one of the nation’s 
leading laymen, said last night 
that American churches pay “prac- 
tically no attention” to the basic 
problem of religion. 

Taft, president of the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America, said religion has not 
saved the world because its lead- 
ers fail to understand the prob- 
lems of men living in a modern 
economy. 

“Religion still is dealing with a 
primitive agricultural and trading 
economy like that of the Bible,” 
Taft said in an address at the 
council’s convention. “If you want 
to know why religion hasn’t saved 
the world, there it is.” 

Taft told delegates representing 
28,000,000 Protestants that “my 
complaint is that the churches are 
paying no attention to two-thirds 
of the world in which the people 
in the pews live.” 

“Religion can save the world; 
it can save it, but only as we 
learn how it is related to the 
basic problems of men th the 
world,” he continued. 

Outlines Basic Problems. 

“Those basic problems lie in 
men’s relations to each other. The 
common denominators of those 
relations, the common focus 
where we need to seek the ap- 
plication of religion are the little 
groups in which each of us passes 
our lives—our own little family, 
our own bridge club or precinct 
team, our own working groups 
of five or six in the office.” 

Taft said he believes 75 per cent 
of the people are engaged in work 
that “just can’t be called a Chris- 
tian vocation,” because in our econ- 
omy situations arise” in which no 
course of action is possible that 
does not involve suffering and 
what in personal relations would 
be regarded as injustices and even 
cruelty.” 

“What does the church have to 
say to them when they are not 
sick or in prison or bereaved, but 
just working on their secular jobs? 
I'll tell you the answer to that: 
We just don’t know and the church 
hasn’t even begun to think about 


it.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
Henry Ford II, president of Ford 
Motor Co., last night termed ris- 
ing costs and state-supported . col- 
leges a threat to independent, 
privately-endowed institutions. 

In his first public statement on 
education Ford, a 1940 graduate 
of Yale University, asserted “we 
cannot be too optimistic about the 


ability of endowments and en- 
dowment income” to do the job of 
supporting adequately the inde- 
pendent college or university. He 
added: 

“And yet I think it is of the 
greatest importance that inde- 
pendent colleges and universities 
not only survive, but provide the 
stiffest sort of competition for the 
educational] institutions which de- | 
pend upon taxes. I am very much 
against an educational system 
that depends entirely on the state 
with a capital ‘S’—that is cen- 
tralized under Government con- 
trol or supervision. 

“T am against it because I don’t 
think it would be any good. I 
don’t think it would be worth 
what we would pay for it. It 
would suffer from al] the faults 
of every monopoly. It would 
grow fat and unimaginative. It 
would continually take the easy 
way. But worse than that, it 
would tend to teach the views of 
the government in power.” 

‘Both Ford and _ “President 
Charles Seymour of Yale spoke at 
the annual class agents dinner 
of the Yale Alumni University 
Fund Association. 

Ford called for a number of 
vigorous, dynamic, privately en- 
dowed colleges and universities as" 
the best possible insurance of a 
first-rate educational system. 

Seymour, in his address, sup- 
ported Ford’s statements. Indi- 
vidual attention to students in 
small classes—a goal of Yale edu- 
cation—“is the most expensive 
sort of educational method,” he 
said, but “the methods of a mass 
educational factory do not con- 
duce to education. Our strength

1948 SECOND WORST 
YEAR FOR POLIO 


IN U.S. RECORDS 


. 


WASHINGTON, Dec..3 (AP)— 
The year 1948 ranks as the sec- 
ond worst polio year in the rec- 
ords of the United States Public 
Health Service. 

Latest figures from the service 
show a total of 26,216 cases of in- 
fantile paralysis for the year 
through Nov. 27. 

This is the largest number re- 
corded in any one year since 1916 
when about 29,000 cases were re- 
ported for the full 12 months. 

Up to now, 1946 has ranked as 
the second worst polio year—with 
a total of 25,698 cases as the final 
figure for that year. 

(The “peak”—or week in which 
the highest number of cases’ for 
any week ni the year was reported 
—was reached some time ago. 
Weekly figures have declined 
steadily since that time, so that for 
the week ended Nov. 27, the na- 
tion’s total was 524. Thus, al- 
though there are almost five weeks 
to go, it is unlikely that the 1948 
final total will exceed the 29,000 
recorded in 1916.) 

The health service described a 
“late persistence” of the disease 
in California, where 192 cases—or 
more than a third of the nation’s 


week. Next highest figures were 
for South Dakota, 59, and Minne- 
sota, 27.

DOCTORS ARE REBUKED 
FOR WORK ON CANCER 


Speaker Here Says Improve- 
ment Is Chiefly Due the 
Public, Not Physicians.

Doctors were rebuked here to- 
day for their failure to do a bet- 
ter job in treating cancer in the 
United States. 

Dr. C. P. Rhoads, director of 
Memorial Hospital and professor 
of pathology at Cornell University 
Medical College, New York, said 
the percentage of apparently. com- 
plete cures of persons suffering 
from cancer has about doubled 
since 1935, but most of the credit 
ought to go to the public, not to 
the medical profession. 

Statistics show a wide variation 
in the quality of cancer care pro- 
vided at hospitals in the United 
States, as measured by success- 
ful surgical operations to cure the 
disease, he reported at the interim 
session of the American Medical 
Association at Kiel Auditorium. 

Hospitals and the medical pro- 
fession, he said, have a responsi- 
bility to raise general standards 
of medical care to at least the 
levels now provided by the best 
hospitals in the United States.

LOS AN Dec. 3 (AP)—

A record crowd of 105,236 saw 
that game last year. 

They'll Be There Again. 

It is doubtful if quite that num- 
ber crowd into the Coliseum tomor- 
row to see Frank Leahy’s Notre 
Dames ring down the college grid 
durtain for the year. 

The lure of the Irish, with its 
T-style attack functioning behind 
Frank Tripucka and aided and 
abetted by such men. as squat 
Emil Sitko, John Panelli and 
mates, plus the visitors’ record of 
no defeats in 27 games, is enough 
to stamp the game as a sell-out 
weeks ago. 

Good weather is in prospect, 
albeit maybe a little too warm for 
the Irish, and $5 ticket holders— 
and there are no cheaper seats 
than five bucks—seem certain to 
put attendance over the 100,000 
mark. This series is like the 
Rose Bowl game; the people will 
pack the jdint no matter who 
plays or the chances of either 
team winning or losing. 

Coach Jeff Cravath has‘ brought 
his Troys up as far as he can, The 
rest is up to them. They were 
routed last Oct. 2 by Ohio State 
20-0.

Social Problems

VER the past months there have been many questions 
0 about restaurant tipping. The following general advice 

may prove useful: De Luxe restaurant—never less than 35 
cents for yourself alone and 50 cents for two. It should be 12 
to 15 per cent when the bill is above $5. Average first-class 
restaurant: Never less than 25 cents for one or 35 cents for two. 
It should be 10 to 12 per cent when the bill is above $3. Bare- 
tabled cafe or tea room: Never less than 10 cents per person. 

However, it would be almost impossible to give rates that 
apply to all people alike. So much depends upon where you go, 
what you order and what service is given you. 
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DEAR MRS. POST: How do you cut a wedding cake? Do 
you start with the top layer or the bottom layer of a cake that 
has several tiers? 

Answer: At an elaborate sit-down wedding reception, the 
bride, assisted by the bridegroom, cuts the first slice from the 
bottom tier which they then share. The family butler or 
caterer’s head man then cuts sufficient slices for those seated at 
the bride’s table and passes the cake. 

For each guest seated at other tables, a small individual 
white cake box, tied with white satin ribbon and ornamented 
with the combined initials of the bride and groom have been 
provided. These boxes are placed on a table beside the front 
door and handed to each departing guest. 

At a smaller wedding, a cake, usually of several tiers and 
large enough to serve everyone, is provided. The bridal couple 
cuts the first slice from the projecting bottom tier. | 

After this, a waiter cuts slices until the bottom tier has been 
cut away. The cake then is removed from the table and the 
upper tiers are separated and cut into slices. (The baker has 
supported each tier on a heavy cardboard disk.) The small top 
layer surmounted by figurines is set aside for the bride and 
groom to keep. 3 
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DEAR MRS. POST: When a church society wants to give 
a silver tea to raise money, may the invitation stipulate how 
much the silver donation should be? If the amounts are left to 
each individual, we may not attain our goal. | 

Answer: You cannot stipufate the amount to be contrib- 
uted. But you can charge admission and also extra pieces of 
silver for each item of refreshment. | 
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DEAR MES. POST: Is it sufficient to invite a hostess to 
something very modest by comparison to the dinner party she 
gave?

Here, in greater comfort than 
most of them have-ever known, 
they await the ferryman’s call to 
cross that other, darker river to 
a sunrise on its farther shore. 

Time was when aged men and 
women of the state’s southern- 
most spaces, lacking care and 
comfort, spent their wan years 
unhappily if not miserably, un- 
wanted and uncherished. Then 
@ woman came among them feel- 
ing called to minister to such as 
these, going from house to hovel, 
seeking them out and serving 
them as well as one woman could, 
Her devotion was of little avail 
because, when she did her best 
and went away, returning another 
day, she found them again neglect- 
ed and forlorn, more unhappy 
than they had been before be- 
cause the brief brightening of 
their lives had faded and they 
were less able to bear again what 
they had borne before. 

What these people needed, said 
Mrs. Effie Cope, an ordained min- 
ister and home missionary of the 
Pentecostal church, was a home 
where they could spend the scant 
time left to them in a brightening 
of their lives that would not fade. 

Mrs. Cope did not have any 
money for such an enterprise, but 
there were cattle on a thousand 
hills in Southern Illinois and there 
was much money in the banks. 
In a world of such plenty she 
would find a way to help the 
helpless. 4

ITH less than $10 in her 
W docket Mrs. Cope rented an 

eight-room house on Seventh 
street. To the furniture stores 
she went, telling what she was 
planning to do. She had no money, 
she told the merchants, but if they 
would trust her she would make 
manthly payments on her debt to 
ther.. They didn’t think she could 
make a go of it, as they after- 
ward frankly told her, but they 
knew of her ministrations to the 
aged and believed in her and were 
willing to go along with her, even 
though they thought that she 
would fail. 

With a house adequately fur- 
nished, Mrs, Cope spread the word 
around that she would receive and 
care for persons who could pay a 
small amount or whose relatives 
could pay for them, for it was no 
part of her purpose to depend upon 
gifts from the charitable. The 
charge, she announced, would be 
$4 a week for shelter, food and 
care, She started with four, a 
man and his wife and another 
man and his child. That was the

begirining of the Sunset Home 10 
years ago. 

In six weeks the house was full 
and Mrs. Cope moved to an il- 
room house at 306 East Third 
street, going farther into debt 
for the additional furnishing and 
equipping. , She was stepping out 
on faith, as she says now, but in 
six years she paid everything that 
she owed. That was when the 
furniture men, paid in full, told 
her that they never believed she 
could make it go. 

They heard about it up at 
Springfield and a man from the 
Old Age Assistance Bureau came 
down to see about it. “I don’t 
see,” he said to Mrs. Cope, “how 
you can do it for $4 a week.” 
Mrs. Cope said she did not know 
herself how she did it. She just 
managed somehow to make the 
income take care of the output. It 
was easier after that, for the man 
had a license issued to her and 
arranged for her to receive the 
state assistance for old age de- 
pendents., 

The l1l-room house was soon 
too small and Mrs. Cope rented 
an adjoining dwelling of eight 
rooms, and that too was soon 
filled. It was not until a year 
ago that a more suitable house 
was found. Over at 308 West 
Third street, with its back yard 
reaching to the river bank, was 
the nine-room home of a wealthy 
citizen, Samuel Stewart, known 
as the Sar Stewart place. His wife 
had died and he was planning to 
live with one of his children. He 
had known of the Sunset Home 
and was interested in what Mrs. 
Cope had done. Instead of taking 
advantage of high real estate prices 
he sold the place to Mrs. Cope ata 
very reasonable figure, It was not 
large enough but Mrs. Cope built 
an addition of five rooms at the 
back and so remodeled the main 
building as to provide another 
room, A furnace was installed and 
other modern improvements made. 

Now sheltered at Sunset Home 


are 24 aged persons, 12 men and

PARIS, Thursday. 

NYONE who is trying to travel 

anywhere by any conveyance 

during these days in Europe is 
completely upset by the weather.

I WAS TALKING to someone 
the other day who had keen over 
here working with the Quakers 
during the winter right after the 
war ended.

She worked out 
a way of getting a bath by going 
on different days to friends in dif- 
ferent parts of town who had hot 
water for a few hours on certain 
days and permitted their friends 
to share it with them.

Then he added that when he 
was in the United States he saw 
how many American women, with 
the help of canned foods and me- 
chanical devices, put a meal on 
the table in a very short time. 
But, he maintained, that is not 
the kind of a meal that French 
women would prepare or think 
sufficient, a remark that is com- 
pletely truthful and which de- 
notes real difference in the tempo 
of living in, the United States and 
Europe. 

The people take longer to enjoy 
life as they live it here, and I am 
not sure they may not get more 
out of it than w& do at home.

Snow and Ice. 


We spent the other afternoon 
looking over old weather reports 
and found that in spite of what 
some people like to think, there 
are very few parts of this country 
which are not more or less fa- 
miliar with a condition known as 


ice and snow. 

Now frankly it’s none of our 
business how much snow and ice 
you allow to accumulate on the 
walks and steps to your house, 
but we might as well point out 
that if someone should slip and 
break a leg while on your prop- 
erty he or she can sue you. In 
the long run it’s easier to remove 
the ice and snow or at least 
sprinkle some sand or ashes 
around. You can melt the stuff 
by sprinkling either calcium 
chloride or rock salt mixed in 
with the sand. Keep them off the 
garden and don’t use them 
straight as they will damage con- 
crete. And before we forget, 
paraffin smeared over a snow 
shovel will keep the snow from 
sticking. | 

Ice and snow often collect 
around the gutters or on over- 
hanging eaves. Here again you 
can use rock salt or you can get 
a special gimmick which is 
strung along the eaves and 
plugged into the house current. 
The wires of the gimmick heat 


up and melt the snow and ice. ' 


In any case, do something about 
this accumulation as it may back 
up under the roof shingles and 
Cause a roof leak.

Yes. IT ISUNFORTUNATE that 
our colleges do not always set the 
pace regarding morality and sobri- 
ety. But politics and wire-pulling 
are as old as the human race. You 
can even see the boys on any gram- 
mar school playground teaming up against each other. They 
develop rival gangs. We also have our distinct factions among 
the college professors, many of whom stoop to such pettiness 
as to become nauseous. At Northwestern, for example, a 
number of my colleagues sniped at me for years after I 
launched this daily psychology column because they charged 
that I was “belittling scientific psychology by writing a news- 
paper column.” And when a clergyman becomes a regular, 
radio broadcaster, his colleagues subconsciously, if not openly, 
try to belittle him. Why? Envy and jealousy! 
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IN EVERY WALK OF life, whether it be religious or 
political, educational or commercial, we find intrigue to match 
that demonstrated by European diplomats. And every new idea 
is instantly attacked by the high priests of the status quo, who 
resent change. Christ was thus murdered by such high priests 
of the status quo, and John the Baptist was beheaded by the 
similar intrigue of Herodias. There is still politics in our 
churches, too, where the clergymen grow incensed if the best 
‘ paying pulpit in the conference is given to a clergyman brought 
in from another conference or state. And the “pets” of the 
bishop are often promoted ahead of other equally good men. 
But let not these facts discourage you from good works or 
lessen your interest in participation in the churches. I have 
mentioned them because you will hear them from others, and 
psychologically it is wise to face the facts. Just remember 
that some of Christ’s own Apostles, after three years’ daily 
contact with such a pre-eminent leader, got to wrangling over 
who should sit at His right hand versus His left in the world 
to come!

DETROIT, Dec. 2. 
ENRY FORD II, whose phi- 
losophy of management is of 
direct economic interest to 
some 1,000,000 men, women and 
children—and indirectly concerns 
most of the people of the world— 


currently is thinking in terms of 


“fear vs. incentives.”. Another 
way of putting it 1s the lash vs. 
the carrot—driving men to do 
things, or making it worth their 
while. 

Ford is on the side of the car- 
rot. “It seems to me that people 
either work because they have 
some incentive to work—or be- 
cause of fear,” Ford told this 
writer. 

“Fear is what the Russians use. 
I guess we used fear quite a lot 
around the Ford plant, here, a 
few years ago. Well, if I’ve done 
anything, at least I’ve tried to 
abolish that.” 

This, in a word, was Ford’s re- 
port on the last five years he has 
served as head of the Ford Motor 
Co. Five years ago he was re- 
leased from the Navy, where he 
was serving in a training assign- 
ment with the rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade, to break in as top 
man at the Ford Motor Co., at 
the request of war production of- 
ficials. 

He Was 26 years old. His father, 
Edsel Ford, had just died. Last 
year his grandfather, Henry Ford, 
died. Today, at the age of 31 
years, Henry Ford II is head of 
the Ford empire and family. 
Young Ford is still the big (6 feet 
190 pounds), relaxed and likeable 
young man he was five years ago. 
He makes absolutely no attempt 
to “impress” anyone, and hasn’t 
much patience with those who do. 
Although his new offices are 
equipped with an efficient buzzer 
system, he still prefers to shout 
“Hey, Jim!” when he wants his 
secretary, to ask for more facts 
and figures. 

One of his favorite phrases is 
“I haven't thought it through,” 
and behind that phrase is one of 
his best assets—a great big will- 
ingness to learn. He has learned 
a lot in the last five years, and 
it shows in his firmer grasp on 
the operations of the Ford Motor 
Co., and his self-assurance in gen- 
eral. If there was ever any doubt 
about who was the boss at the 
Ford Motor Co.—and there was 
some, for a while—it’s pretty well 
gone, now. 

Ford didn’t like the German 
kind of fear; he doesn’t like the 
Russian kind of fear—or any other 
kind. “There’s fear here in 


America, too, only not so much cf’ 


it,” he said. “I don’t want to see 
any more of it.”

Harry H. Bennett, for many 
years head of Ford’s strong-arm 
“service department.” It also in- 
volved getting on better terms 
with the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers’ Union, to which Ford em- 
ployes belong, and a great many 
other things — some seemingly 
trivial—like abolishing the blan- 
ket “no smoking” rule, abandon- 
ing the system under which sal- 
aried employes used to punch time 
clocks, giving more vacations, etc. 
Also, Ford began writing regular 
letters to his emptoyes, explaining 
the firm’s policies and objectives, 
and regular meetings of supervis- 
ory employes were begun. 

At the same time, a new sys- 
tem of upgrading and promotions 
was instituted. The idea was to 
give more opportunities for better 
jobs for Ford employes. The lash

Was gone; the carrot was growing. 
All this didn’t happen at once, 
and it didn’t all work perfectly. 
But Ford showed this writer a 
graph of work stoppages, covering 
month-by-month the years from 
1942 through September, 1948. The 
first part of thé graph was pretty 
black, with lines showing stop- 
pages, but toward the end of the 
period the graph looked whiter, 
until, beginning with this year, it 
was practically clean. In 1944, for 
instance, there were 225 work 
stoppages not authorized by the 
union—wildcat strikes. This year, 
so far, there have been but 15. 

“T don’t know what you think 
of that graph,” he said, “and I 
don’t care. But I thirik it’s pretty 
darned good.” 

The real payoff, however, came 
last month, when Ford was in- 
specting his Memphis, Tenn., as- 
sembly plant. Hearing Henry Ford 
II was in the plant, some of the 
workers got together and asked 
the plant superintendent if young 
Ford would speak to them. 

He did—for about two minutes. 
When he finished, the workers 
cheered. 'That’s never happened 
to me before,” said Ford. “I guess 
it doesn’t happen very often. We 
had a meeting of the foremen that 
night, and I told them I’d been 
booed, before, but never cheered.” 

Ford obviously liked it—a lot. 
More than ledgers full of figures 
or walls plastered with charts 
and graphs, those cheers told him 
his policy of “getting rid of fear 
in Ford plants” was beginning to 
work. 

Whether it continues to work 
obviously depends on a lot of 
things, not all of which Ford can 
control. One is politics. Ford, 
like a lot of Americans, didn’t 
mind talking over the election 
results. 

“I voted for Dewey,” he said, 
“but 1 really wanted Eisenhower. 
Maybe he wouldn’t have made a 
good President, but I thought so. 
A lot of people wanted me to con- 
tribute to Dewey’s campaign. 
Even friends of the family put a 
lot of pressure on me—but I said 
definitely ‘No!’ As a matter of 
fact, now that the election is over, 


I’m not sure the people—the vot- 
ers—didn't know better than I 
did.” 

Now that Truman has been 
elected, with considerable support 
from labor, Ford belives “we must 
face a situation:in which labor 
may get quite a few special fav- 
ors. I didn’t altogether like 
the Taft-Hartley Act, but at 
least it is ® balance for the Wag- 
ner Act, which leans too much on 
one side. Now, if they repeal the 
Taft-Hartley Act, the thing will 
lean over on the side of labor 


again.

LOOK for some labor un- 
| rest, if they do that. Labor 
may be encouraged to make 
demands industry just can’t meet 
and stay in business, and we may 
have some serious problems. This 
is too bad, because I think the 
country has got to demonstrate to 
the world that our system works. 
“For my own part, here at the 
Ford Motor Co., I’d rather they 
would wipe out both the Wagner 
Act (National Labor Relations 
Law) and the Taft-Hartley Act. 
It might not work for the nation 
as a whole—some employers, if 
they didn’t have to recognize a 
union, might take advantage of 
the Wagner Act being wiped out. 
“T can’t see that happening here 
at Ford, though.

“just to talk.” 

“Since then,” said Ford, “I’ve 
had bim over here a couple of 
times* once he came to lunch. We 
talked about our common prob- 
lems—not negotiating for a con- 
tract or discussing grievances or 
anything like that. Just talk. 

“We have a nice working re 
lationship so far, and I hope we

HEN a little one begins to 

scramble about the house, 

pulling himself up by hold-

NYBODY in normal health 
Ac= easily develop a “sweet 

tooth.” The reason is that 
such people are active and soon 
expend their stored up energy. 
Sugar in sweet food is quickly 
digested and rapidly passes into the 
blood stream and supplies the 
energy the body cries for. If pure 
sugar in the form of plain sugar 
candy is supplied regularly, the 
body soon becomes accustomed to 
this pleasant, easy method of re- 
plenishing energy and acquires the 
proverbial sweet tooth. 

This “cry” for energy, however, 
should never be supplied. by pure 
sugar. As a nation we are guilty 
of just this, but this habit is not 
one for maintaining good nutrition 
and good health. When such a 
habit is formed, the foods rich in 
vitamins, minerals and protein lose 
their appeal. Sugar contains only 
calories and in addition to energy 
our bodies demand building and 
repair materials as well as vita- 
mins to build up resistance against 
disease. 

The best way to supply sweets 
is to tuck them into foods that 
are good sources of not only vita- 
mins, minerals and proteins but 
also fats and cellulose. Lively chil- 
dren and active adults who want 
candy should be given those filled 
with fruit, nuts, milk and fat. 

Only such types of candy as 
those that follow should be made 
to serve during the holidays or 
at any other time.

Rolled Cookies 


One and thrée-quarter cups sift- 
ed all-purpose flour, 1 teaspoon

% cup shortening, 1 cup sugar, 1 
teaspoon grated orange rind, 1 
egg, finely chopped pecan nut- 
meats. Put flour, baking powder 
and salt into sifter. Cream short- 
ening, add sugar and continue 
creaming, along with orange rind, 
until light and fluffy. If electric 
mixer in used for creaming, add 
egg unbeaten and beat well; if 
not beat egg well separately with 
rotary beater, add to creamed 
mixture and beat thoroughly. Sift 
in dry ingredients gradually, 
mixing as you do so. Chill dough. 
Turn dough onto prepared pastry 
cloth or lightly floured board and 
roll thin with stockinet-covered 
rolling pin. (Rub flour into stock- 
inet before rolling.) Sprinkle 
with finely chop pecan nut- 
meats and bake on greased cooky 
sheet in a slow (350F.) oven for 
about 8 to 10 minutes. Remove 
and cool on rack. Makes about 
3 dozen.

“We're still 
making about 45 per cent of our 
own steel and buying the rest,” 
Ford said. “We've balanced out 
our production schedules so we 
havn’t had any shutdowns because 
of a lack of steel lately, but we 
don’t have enough steel, either.” 

Although business in this coun- 
try is good for everyone making 
automobiles, these days—Ford has 
a Backlog of orders for some two 
million automobiles and trucks— 
Ford’s foreign business is compli- 


cated and difficult, despite the |

I 
think Paul Hoffman (administra- 
tor of European recovery and for- 
mer head of the Studebaker 
Corp.) is doing a wonderful and 
stupendous job. I haven’t thought 
it clear through to see how all 
that is going to stop Russian ex- 
pansion, however. A United 
States of Europe would be won- 
derful, of course, and I hope we 
can encourage such a thing—but 
frankly, I think it’s Utopian to 
believe it. Those nations have 
been fighting for longer than 
we've been a nation. Do you 
think they’re going to stop now? 

“But something has to be done 
about the relations between this 
country and Russia, that’s sure. 
How long can we keep on like 
this? How long, for instance, can 
we keep up the air lift into Ber- 
lin? Of course I think we should 
kéep it up, but it’s a hell of an 
expensive thing. 

“And even if the Russians took 
over Europe, I don’t think they 
could get any kind of productivity 
out of Europe. I don’t think they 
would do as well as the Nazis did. 

“It’s that same business of fear 
The Russians try to make people 
work by fear; well, I just don’t 
think they would be very success- 
ful. I hope, though, that they 
never get a chance to .try.” 

Ford’s calculation of a buyer’s 
market-in 1950—or thereabouts — 
is based on two things: a guess 
that the supply of automobiles 
will just about balance the demand 
by then—and that the whole coun- 
try will be in approximate balance.

West, having made one valiant 
effort to keep North quiet, and 
having failed because North prop- 
erly stretched a little rather than 
be shut out, subsided when the 
four-spade bid came around to 
him. It was not simply a matter 
of reckoning the probable cost of 
a five-heart sacrifice—from West's 
point of view, the opponents might 
be able to make a slam, and might 
get there, too, if pushed. 

When West opened the heart 
king and East ruffed away. dum- 
my’s ace, it looked as though any 
sacrifice by East-West would have 
been redundant, because the four- 
spade contract was immediately 
jeopardized. Presumably, South 
would have to lose two natural 
heart tricks and one diamond, in 
addition to the first-trick ruff. 

South, however, was a gentle 
man of resource. He recovered 
from the opening blow as follows: 

East made the correct return 
of the diamond queen—and South 
politely let him win the trick. 
(This was a vital preliminary, 
since taking the trick with dum- 
my’s ace would have left West, 
the hand with good hearts, with a 
sure entry.)

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How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


A “Peck of Trouble.” 

Here is one of those familiar 
expressions, taken for granted in 
common speech, which remind us 
anew of man’s natural habitat on 
the land. A peck is a Measure, 
the fourth part of a bushel, a dry 
measure of 8 quarts. “A peck of 
potatoes” is familiar now; to 
Shakespeare it was “a peck of 
provender.” 

The derivation of the word 
PECK is in doiubt, but it is 
thought to have been associated 
first with “pack,” and originally 
to have alluded to an indefinite 
quantity. Considering this, it is 
not illogical to speak of A PECK 
OF TROUBLE, as persons s0 
often do. 

It was Thomas Hughes, in his 
classic “Tom SBrown's School 
Days,” published in 1857, who 
popularized the phrase with his 
many readers in this country as 
in his native England. However, 


“a peck of trcubles” is actusly 
hundreds of years old in English 
speech. It seems to have been in 
circulation as early as 1535 in the 
form given in Britain’s antiquar- 
jans’ journal, “Archaelogia”: “The 
said George told hym that Mr. 
More was in a pecke of troubles.”
